These feature, films owed their 
inspiration to the high standards of 
realism set by the British documen- 
tary. They were not reached, how-

struggle carried on in circumstances 
of extreme ‘diMculty and without 
help from the big battalions of the 
industry. 1t is by no means over 
té-day and public support is necded 
as much os ever.’ But documentary 
has proved its Importance nnd must 
beware only of preaching its soclo- 
logical message from too narrow and 
limited a text.

stcamor, Boljcanno, which loft Now York on Fobruary 11. 


Welghing about 80 tons cach, 
these locomotives represent the 
first instalment of 160 which 
UNRRA. ts shipping to China. 
They are valued at. almost 
$16,000,000. The most up-to- 
date models, they are equipped 
with many special accessories 
nnd are designed to operate 
economically -fram the ‘stand- 
point of both coal consumption 


and labour. 

They are the products of three 
American locomotive companies. 
During thelr manufacture, Chinese 
techniclans worked tn. the factories, 
assisting nnd observing methods of 
construction and maintenance 50 ns 
to be able to use them most cffec- 
tlvely in China, 

The remainder of the 160 locomo- 
tives wll leave the United States at 
Intervals of nbout one month, ac- 
cording to UNRRA. They will be 
unlonded at Shanghai instead of 
Hongkong, reports Central News. 

Transport Rehabilitation , 

‘These locomotives are part ‘of 
UNRRA's $04,226,000 programme of 
transport rehabilitation for -China, 
Including air, water, road and rait- 
way transport. Almost half of this 
programme, $44,484,000, is for rall- 
way rehabilitation alone.’ 

Thin fneludes o total of 242 
locomotives, 3,406 freight — cars, 
43,306 tons of bridging more than 
100,000 tons of stecl rails and 
accessories, $1,150,000 worth of 
spares.-and accessories. -It also in- 
cludes about 1,000,000 rallway ties 
ond 3,500 box cars, fint cars, and 
tondolas, ‘ ’ . 

Besides the 160 locomotives now 
in process of. shipment from the 
United States, UNRRA 1s having 50° 
locomotives bullt in Australia for 
Chins. Valued at $4,800,000, they 
are expected to be dellvered as 
from this summer, f

TO RUN 
FOR DIET

A largo number of Japanese 
women are expected -to run for 

Diet seats in the coming elections 

which General Dovgias MacArthur 

has ordered the Japanese govern- 
ment to hold, but Japanese ob- 

sérvers predict they will havo a 

tough time getting votes. aE 

Thirty-nine women now hold 
seats in the Diet—for the first 
time in Japanese history—and it 
would seem logical .to assume 
that a greater number would be 
swept into office by the second 
democratic election in Japan. 
However, things may not work 
out that way. : 

It seems that the present women 
members of the Dict have not been 
spectacular enough. ' They have not 
created sensation. They have 
done their Job, just os the male 
members have done thelr job, but 
they have not given: the voters o 
“Hollywood finish.” : 

It has been repentedly pointed out 
in Japanese circles that these femin« 
Ine members of the Dict have not 
done anything outstanding. How- 
ever, thelr critics have to admit thats 
the women have done ns good ns 
the men. Even so, it appears that 
the women were expected to pro- 
duce miracles the’ very first. time 
they hid a chance to make them- 
selves heard In the government of 
this country. 


Pleased At Efforts 

*. Alifed officials and ‘many obser- 
vers have been very pleased with the 
clforts ofthe women who admittedly 
ure now at law making and who 
probably are entitled to play only a 
moderately active role until they get 
the feel of the situation. Numerous 
Allied officials are hoping that the 
number of women: Diet members 
can be greatly Increased by the next 
elections. 5 

Most of the Japanese men who 
criticise the {eminine members of 
the Diet are vague in their charges, 
Generally they say: “We thought 
they were going to do so much. We 
heard them gay they would improve 
the plight of the Japanese women.” 

To give credit where credit js due, 
It must be recalled that Japan’s new 
constitution, which goes into effect 
May 3, has been put together during 
the _tenure_of- these _current_lady 
Diet members and was approved by 
them, The new constitution, which 
they had a hand in bringing into 
bung, will give women in Japan 
equal Tights with men for the first 
time. 

But this still does not seem spec- 
tacular enough for the voters. The 
consensus is that the women can- 
didutes are going to have to do some 
excellent campaigning If they want 
to get back in office. .
